Doubt of Deportation. 

“The commissioners held him over to 
the Apri! term of the grand jury: by 
that time Villareal will have been in the 
Iinited States three vears and hopes 
then to prevent them taking lim back 
to Mexico. There is a legal question if 
he can then be deported, although of- 
ficers believe he can, as he has been 
sentenced to deportation prior Lo the 
expiration of the three years; p ‘riod, 
and it is not-the fault if the immigra- 
tion officiers, but of the eourts. that he 
is kept here.

“Yet, the tyrants of Mexico hope that 
succeed and that you, Mr.

Alleges Charles R. Platt Acted 
as Mother’s Agent in Hy- 
- pothecating Stock, 








$11,000 IS INVOLVED 





Proceeding Is Woman's Second 
Suit, Having Won First in. 
Circuit Court. 


In their answer to the petition of Mrs. 
Elizabeth W. Platt, who is suing in the 
Circuit Court for the recovery of a cef- 
tificate of stock in the National Lead 
Co, of New Jersey, valued at $11,000, 
David R. Francis and other members of 
his firm, uoing business as D. R. Fran- 
cis Bros. & Co., ask the court to estop 
further proceedings, on the ground that 
the stock in qyestion was -hypothecated 
with the Francis firm by Mrs. Platt’s 
son, Charles R. Platt, as her agent. 

By her attorney, Isaac H. Lionberger, 
Mrs. Platt Monday filed a reply, deny- 
ing every allegation in tht Francis an- 
swer. The case is now nending in Di- 
vision No. 4 of the Circuit Court. 

In a previous suit Mrs. Platt and six 
of her children sued the Francis firm for 
the recivery of $134,000 worth of stocks 
and bonds alleged to have been pledged 
and given to it by Charles R. Platt’in 
various stock deals. Judge Hough gave 
judgment for $32,179.79. The case was 
appealed and ig now pending in the Su- 
rreme Court. 

In her second petition Mrs. Platt 
names D. R. Francis, Thomas H. Fran- 
‘cis, William P. Kennett, J. D. Perry 
Francis Jr. and Charles Hiemenz as de- 
fendants. 

It was brought out at the. previous 
trial that the late Henry S. Platt, hus- 
‘band of Elizabeth W. Platt, left his 
estate, consisting of $175,000 in St. Louis 
Count¥ bonds and $134,000 in other bonds 
and stocks, to Mrs. Platt for life, in 
trust for her children, These bonds were 
placed in a safety deposit. box. 

Issues in Previous Suit. 

The allegation was that Charles R. 
Platt had access to this box; that he be- 
gan trading in stocks and bonds through 
the Fran@is firm and hypothecated 
through it the various stocks and bonds, 
The plaintiffs set forth that he had no 
right to do this and that-it was the duty 
of the Francis firm to have learned this. 


In the reply to the present suit, the 
Francis firm recites that Mrs. Platt 


gave the care and control of the Nation- 
al Lead Co. certificate to her son; that 
until it was pledged by him it was kept 
in a safety deposit box; that she de- 
livered the key to the box to her son 
and he alone had access to it or power 
to remove it. 

‘ine defendants allege that Mrs. Platt 
was absent from St. Louis for long peri- 
ods, once for 10 months, They also de- 
clare that on June 25, 1991, she executed 
a power of attorney, appointing Charles 
R. Platt, as attorney in fact, empower- 
ing him to sell all her stocks and bonds 
as he saw fit. July 25, 1998; they allege, 
he indorsed the certificate in question 
in her name and delivered it to them as 
collateral for the security of moneys 
which might be due. At the date-of the 
pledge, they declare,. there was an 
amount due them nearly equal to the 
amount of the certificate. They sold the 
stock and applied the proceeds, they 


| say, to this indebtedness and accounted 


for the same and the balance.

Platt did not give them warning, but 
allowed them to retain possession of the 
stock from the date of pledge to Dec. 15, 
1003, and they advanced large sums to 
Charles R. Platt and became responsible 
for other large amounts.
